Tho sneoseding sentenco illustrates very well
the direction and the rate at which his Speak-
ership eampaizn usually proceeds. Muark the
first annonneement, that “his friends consider
him 08 good as elected.” The next is: * They
gav he holds the balance of power already.”
There's a difference between being “as good a8
elected” and holding & “balance of power.”
The former statement is qualified but not
strengthened by the latter. The dispatch

! speds: * His frienda say that seventeen votes

have been pledzed from New-York"—these are
figures, but not very startling ones—* that he
wiil get all the Irish vote"—and that, sfter he
gets beyond New-York, is not extensive—that
he “will get the Illinois vote with one or two
“oxceptions, after a complimentary vote for
“ Springer"—which is just a triflo indefinite
andl uncertain—*and the lndians vote after a
complimentary vote for Holman” 'The dis-
pateh continues: “Then, they say, Cox will
“pick up a vote here and a vote there, finally
“ gotting enn ‘@ to eloct him." The constiue-
tion of this dispateh follows perfectly Mr.
Cox's usual canvass for the Speakership, It
Leging with coosidering him *“as good ns
elected.” Tt follows with the elaim of a “bal-
ance of power.” This claim it rests upon
“geventeen  pledged  votes,” to  which it
adds  “ull the Irish vote"— making say
twenty—and the vote of Iilinois and Iudiana—
after some complimentary wvots. Then he
“picks up a vote here and a vole there” and
is “finally " elected. And the arguments in
favor of his clection present the same grace-
ful tapering oft appearance with the summary
of his prospects. The arguments are two
in pumber: First, that * New-York has not
had the Speakership for sixty-three years,”
and second, that “the gavel was then swayed
by an unele of Mr, Cox."
